I will now proceed to give you a few 


items about Mobile as I find them. 
Mobile is the term'nus of the Alabama 
River Boa's, and two railroads. There 
freqaently stop over to await the de- 
parture of steamers, from ten to twelve 
hundred people. 
But about four years 


ago the railroad from Mobile to New 
Orleans was completed, and since that 
time most all the traveling and a great 
deal of freight passes straight threngh 
to New Orleans. There. is no life or 
business snap to the people here, and 
property has almost lost its value. 
During the war the city spent an im- 
mense amonnt of money and labor in 
fortifying. 
They commenced down the 


bay on the opposite side of the city. 
Three lines of earthworks, each of them 
about two hundred feet square, and a 
very large one with bastions about 
three hundred and fifty feet across and 
from ten to thirteen feet high, with 
ditches around them, extend around 
the city, connected by a line of rifle 
pits, shaped so as to be able to fire at 
ill angles, and are |yet in a pretty

Emory, now at Salt Lake city, declines 
to indicate what course he would take 
should such a petition be laia before 
him. 
Owing to the inadequacy of pro- 


visions for the safe-keeping of Fwoners 
at Beaver, United States Marshal Nel- 
son applied to the governor fora squad 
of soldiers to guard Lee and another 
squad to execute him. This led to a 
correspondence withGen. Sheiuiin.wbo 
was willing to accede to the hrst re> 
quest. In regard to the Utter, he said 
he didn't regard it as part of the duty 
of the army to execute the processes of 
oiTil courts.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.— 


The question of an extra session of 
Congress was considered at the meeting 
of the Cabinet to-day, and while no 
formal decision* was made, the dis- 
cussion clearly indicated that it could 
not be avoided, and that it was deemed 
best to call one to meet the latter part 
of May or the 1st of June. The attor- 
tor general and secretary of the treasu- 
ry were not able to devise any success- 
ful plan under the law by whioh tho 
army could be paid and subsisted after 
July 1. 


The proposition to borrow the money 


of some bank was deemed inexpedient, 
and possibly a violation of law, while it 
wat evident that there was no way in 
which the appropriation for the last 
half of the present fiscal year could be 
used for the first half of the next year. 
In reply to the direct question, the 
President said : "Yes, there will be a 
session of Congress, but the time has 
not been determined." 


The Cabinet had an important and 


protracted session to-day upon 
the 


Southern question. 
It met at ten 


o'clock and did not adjourn until late in 
the afternoon. Every member of the 
new Administration was present, and 
the discussion, it is understood, covered 
every feature of the contest over the 
two State governments of Louisiana 
and South Carolini. Louisiana was 
first considered, independent ol South 
Carolina, which is to be a subject of 
debate and probable conclusion to-mor- 
row. The facts which have been sub- 
mitted on both sides, OB behalf of 
Gov. Nioholls and the Conservatives, 
and in support of Gov. Packard by 
Kellogg, Pitkin & Co., were taken np 
and considered in Jdetail. No formal 
solution of the existing difficulties was 
accepted, but the views of the Presi- 
dent and members of the Cabinet were 
full enough to indicate very clearly 
what his proposed policy is. It teemed 
to be agreed on all sides that, in view 
of the imminence of trouble in New 
Orleans, it would be nnwisa to issue 
any orders removing tbe Federal troops 
from that city, and it was therefore de- 
termined, for the present, to maintain 
the statu quo there. No orders will, 
therefore, be given in reference to even 
the location of the troops on the block 
in which the State House stands, and 
they will continue to remain under orders 
which were given by tho old adminis- 
tration to Gen. Augur. This mnoh 
having been decided, the debate turned 
upon tbe possible solution thereafter of 
the situation. It was proposed, among 
other things, to invite Nioholls and 
Packard to a conference here, but that 
suggestion did not meet with much fa- 
vor. In lieu of it, the proposition for 
a commission to visit Louisiana and 
propose tome compromise on the plan 
submitted by Wheeler and Foster two 
years ago, was revived. This unexpec- 
tably met with more favor than any 
other plan which was discussed, and, 
while it was not formally accepted, tbe 
indications are that at the meeting to- 
morrow it will be agreed on. 
Vice 


President Wheeler, who is appointed 
at the head 9!' the commission, is reluc- 
tant to go, and will leave for New York 
to morrow. Gov. Kellogg and ex Rep- 
resentative Morey, who bad an inter- 
view with the president after the cabi- 
net meeting, and were assured that the 
troops would not be removed at present 
from New Orleans, are quite confident 
that the Packard government will mu- 
tually bi sustained.
